The rumors of the House of Delegates cor- 
yuption—aside from the offenses against law 
and decency in taking seats they were not 
qualified to fill—have not been at any time 
wholly lacking in the element of fact; they 
have not been mere generalizations, The 
rumors have not deen that A, 
B or © would sell their votes, or 
that XYZ wanted to buy them, but that A, 
B and C did sell for just so many dollars in 
cash and so much in stock and 80 
much in freight rate or other benefits. 
They have been Gefinite rumors—so much

BEFORE THE GRAND-JURY. 


That Body Will Investigate the Charges 
Against the House of Delegates. 


The charges of drunkenness, disqualifica- 
tion and corruption which have been so gen- 
erally made against certain members of the 
House of Delegates will positively be called to 
the attention of the Grand-jury for the 
July term of the Criminal Court. For months 
the conduct of these men has been widely 
condemned and the reports of dishonest 
transactions have been so frequent that 
even citizens who know ‘nothing of 
the foundation of these accusations have lost 
all confidence in the integrity of many of the 
members of this branch of the Assembly. 
The charge of drunkenness is too well found- 
ed, and if this is a feature of the inquiry that 
will be made,the truth of it will be established 
by members of the House itselr. 
To-morrow morning the Grand-jury will be 
selected from the panel, and their attention 
called to the publications in the PostT- 
Dis raren, which have attracted 80 
much attention and discussion 
among all classes of citizens. The attention 
of Circuit Attorney Clover was called to-day 
to charges published in a morning paper. He 
said that the charges published therein 
were newstohim. His attention had never 
been directed to any of the matters 
suggested in the publication. At the Four 
Courts to-day it was very generally prophesied 
that the Grand-jury would go to the bottom of 
the numerous charges, and considerable 
interest in the selection of the body is mani- 
fested. Thereisno reason why the matter 
cannot be fully investigated, as the Criminal 
Court will remain in session as long as the 
Grand-jury has this subject under considera- 
tion. to issue the processes necessary to bring 
any papers and documents that may be wanted, 
As far as the charges of drunkeness are con- 
cerned, if the Grand-jury deems this a subject 


worthy of their attention there 
will be no lack of proof. Some 
of the bitterest denunciators of 


the published charge have since privately 
admitted its truth. Though a matter serious 
enough in itself, it may be lost sight of be- 
side the more serious charges of disqualifica- 
tion and corruption. It has been rumored 
that some of the most active local 
workers in the cause of temper- 
ance have discussed the occurrences in 
the House of Delegates as a good opportunity 
for the cause to take cognizance of, and pro- 
pose presenting this feature to the Grand-jury. 
The jury will be selected at the opening of 
court to-morrow morning.

SECRETARY MANNING. 


HE RETURNS TO NEW YORK N Her- 
LENT HEALTH. 


On the Best of Terms with the Fresident— 
He Has Not Yet Decided Whether He 
Will Return to the Cabinet—Possibilities 
that He May Give Up the Trying Work 
of the Treasury for Other Business — A 
Chat with Mr. Manning. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratce. 

New Ton July 5.—Secretary Manning, ac- 
companied by his wife and daughter and his 
private secretary, arrived in thia city yester- 
day morning from Hot Springs, Va., and was 
driven at once to the Fifth Avenue Hotel. Mr. 
Manning wasin much better health than he 
has been for some time, and the change of air 
and a few weeks’ rest has wrought a very per- 
ceptible change for the better in his appear- 
ance. He walked about the hotel with a vig- 
orous step in marked contrast with his actions 
at the time of President Cleveland’s marriage, 
when he had to be helped from his carriage to 
attend the wedding. When the train that bore 
the Secretary and his family reached Washing- 
ton on Saturday night, a distinguished party 
was in waiting at the depot to receive him. 
President Cleveland, Postmaster-General and 
Mrs. Vilas, Assistant Secretary and Mrs. 
Fairchild, Private Secretary Dan Lamont, and 
a number of officials of the Treasury Depart- 
ment hurried to the platform as Mr. Manning

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THE TRUE CHURCH. 


REV..HENRY WARD BEECHER BEFORE A 
LONDON CONGREGATION. 


The Distinguished Pastor Delivers an Elo- 
quent Sermon on Good and Bad Chris- 
tians and the True Religion—A Charac- 
teristic Discourse — The American Old 
Man Eloquent Gives the Britishers a 
Taste of His Power—Laughable and Seri- 
ous Topics Mingled—The Impression He 
Made. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, July 5.—Doublethe usual Plymouth 
Church Sunday morning throng, and quadru- 
ple even the Plymouth Church enthusiasm, and 
that will convey some notion of the eager way 
in which the London folk responded to the an- 
nouncement that Rev. H. W. Beecher would 
preach inthe Oity Temple to-day. After the 
church had been so packed, a policeman said 
that a couple of thousand people had to be re- 
fused admittance. Mr. Beecher was never in 
better condition. He was full of fire and en- 


ergy and possibly somewhat inspired 
by the fact that it was the 4th 
of July. A great basket of flowers, 


among which the American colors were inter- 
twined, had been placed in front of the pulps. 
There was a goodly sprinkling of Americans 
in the church, including halfa dozen Plymouth 
parishoners. When Beecher first appeared 
there was a hum and 
INVOLUNTARY OUTBREAK OF APPLAUSE, 

which was quickly restrained, however, when 
the congregation realized that they were ina 
church edifice and not ina place of public 
meeting. Mr. Beecher selected a theme fa- 
miliar to his own people and on which he bas 
preached his greatest sermons, Corinthians i., 
18: But the Greatest of These Is Love, 
which gave him an opportunity to comment 
on the broad principles of Obristianity 
he preached when at home. It was a 
surprise to most of Mr. Beecher’s listeners 


to find him heap denunciations upon the 
narrow Christianity of sects and give utter- 
ance to more liberal views than they had been 
accustomed to. Mr. Beecher showed that 
Christianity meant not a strict adherance to 
rule-of-threejformulas,but a wide and tolerant 
catholicity that had love for God and neigh- 
bor, and consequent decency and manliness 
inhuman conduct for its central element. 
There were in many churches, he said, among 
many pious people, elements that were 
enough to make aman run away from them. 
They cailed themselves by holy names and 
lived like devils. There were beautiful 
Christians who sat down like cannibals to 
eat up the reputations of their neighbors. 
True Christian love did not loat over 
human infirmity; indeed it did not re- 
joice in ao aps f it did not tread the 
common sewers of life for the sake of finding 
out the worst element of human character, as 
many a muck worm did. Love was the only 
note of orthodoxy in the New Testament. The 
applicants for Church membership and for 
ordination, when questions were put to them, 
swallowed ata p all the cast-iron ortho- 
doxy of chaticism, but he had never yet heard 
them ask to respond to this note of ortho- 
doxy: ‘‘Do you love one another?’’ And yet 
that was the test of what was known as con- 
version. Life was without its key-note in all 
that had not love. He touched up with much 
sarcasm what he called 
THE RELIGIOUS CROWD, 
The people who had experienced religion, 
who had become converted at 4o’clock in the 
afternoon, and who clung tenaciously to tenet 
and doctrine, but turne® the back of their 
band to their fellow-men and were too wrapped 
in p to have achance to think of how to 
- with human misfortune and how 
to relieve human misery. Some of them, too, 
contributed in a way to this and the other, to 
make the world talk of them, and poor, mis- 
erable fools that they were, thought they 
could carry themselves up into heaven and 
enter by their reputation. Some Christians 
were like the hypocritical and ill-deserving 
insect known in America by the name of the 
mosquito. There was nothing of them but 
THE POWER TO HARM. 
They always said grace before they stuck 


their bills’ into ou to suck your 
biood. Creed, Mr. Beecher went 
on to say was not religion. 


It was quite possible fora man to change his 
creed without losing his Christianity. To per- 
sistently and despite enlarged knowledge and 
changed circumstances hang to the particular 
creed was like dragging into the present the 
steel armor of the warriors of old, and with 
cuirass and armlets and steel-gloved hand 
march clanking through the ways of ortho- 
doxy, weighed down with whatwas necessary 
at certain stages of the world’s progress, but 
was not needed now. 
HI were in Brooklyn.“ Mr. Beecher said, 
‘*I should without any hesitation, and I may 
sibly here, apply this subject to the inquiry 
of what is the true church, that is, the true 


church which produces and is adapted 
to produce the largest harvest of 
love. You can’t test a church dy 


its history. The less you read of that 
the better you will thinkof it. You cannot 
test achurch by any ofthese material measure- 
ments, by arithmetic, nor by thetrick of logic. 


That is 
THE TRUE CHURCH 

which most nearly represents the mind and 
— ot Jesus, and mind andspirit of Jesus 
Christ is, God so loved the world that He gave 
His son to die forit. The true church is the 
church that continually brings forth the sweet 
fruit of righteousness in the form of love. 
God be thanked, there are rand, true churches. 
Holy men and women there are among 
them, and there are churches wherein 1 see 
unfolded the sweetest and choicest flowers in 
the garden of love. Humble they are; so are 
the violets. Unpretentious they are and not 
widely known, but we know that they are 
the gardens of the Lord, and churches there 
are around about whose boundaries the tow- 
ering hollyhocks and the pententious sun- 
flowers are looking, saying, ‘besides these is 
nothing; the churches that bring forth right- 
eousness and are adapted to bring forth in 
their ruling ideas ali the sweetest perfumes of 
the spirit of God are the churches of Jesus 
Ohrist.

THE DES MOINES VETO. 


President CLEVELAND’s veto record has 
won him so much glory and popularity 
that an ovcasional mistake in that line is 
not going to hurt him much. Therefore, 
it is not wise for his supporters to make a 
prominent issue of an occasional case in 
which it is by no means clear that the veto 
is right and that a very large majority of 
Congress in either house, irrespective of 
party, is wrong. 

The Des Moines bill proposed only that 
the United States Government should take 
upon iteelf an expensive litigation in 
which its own conflicting acts and rulings 
had involved the titles of lands, bought 
in good faith, paid for and long occupied 
by a large body of actual cultivators who 
have converted what was a desert into 
well-improved farms, and now find them- 
selves obliged either to buy quitclaims 
from a pool of rich Eastern speculators 
or to fight them through all the tribu- 
nals up to the United States Su- 
preme Court. The adverse parties both 
claim under acts of the United States 
Government and its agents, and the sim- 
ple legal question involved is, which of 
these conflicting acts shall be declared 
invalid and which shall stand. It is a 
question of vested rights, and no act of 
Congress can now affect the ultimate de- 
cision. But Congress can authorize the 
Government to have the question 
determined by a single suit at its 
own expense, and that is all te 
vetoed bill proposed. The Senate by 
a vote of 84 to 15, and the House by a 
vote of 161 to 91 to pass the bill over the 
veto say the Government should do this 
much to remedy the wrongs for which it 
is primarily responsible. President CLEVE- 
LAND, in his veto message, says the 
Government should let each individual 
settler fightfor his land against a rich 
and powerful pool of speculators, and 
then trust to the generosity of Congress 
to reimburse his losses, if he loses his 
land, with all the improvements he has 
made on it by the labor of a lifetime. 

Such was the question between the 
President and Congress in the Des Moines 
case, andthe only argument against the 
bill was that it would make the United 
States Government interfere in a litiga- 
tion, and, with all its power and prestige, 
take up the fight for one of the parties 
and against the other. Any Government 
suit to determine the validity of conflict- 
ing acts of Congress or to test the con- 
flicting rulings or the wrongful acts of 
Government officers or agents, would be 
open to this objection, as the telephone 
suit, for instance; and it dees not seem 
any worse for the Government to under- 
take such a suit than to let the parties 
fight it out, and then undertake to re- 
imburse the loser, as President CLEVE- 
LAND prefers in the Des Moines case. 
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THE LIMIT OP TOLERANCE. 

For letting Socialists hold meetings 
without charge in a hall over his restau- 
rant, MAX JacoBY has been expelled from 
Berlin, and so has Herr SINGER, a member 
of the Reichstag, for acting as the banker 
for a Socialist fund and for taking part in 
an exposure of the Government’s use of 
detectives as decoys to entrap Socialists in 
the commission of crime. 

The doctrine that error is least danger- 
ous where reason is left free to combat it, 
or, in other words, that freedom of speech 
and freedom of the press are the best 
antidotes to harmful beliefs about politi- 
cal, social or religious matters, has never 
been a recognized principle of govern- 
ment anywhere but in England and the 
United States, and neither here nor in 
the Mother Country have we always lived 
up to the principle. Todo so requires a 
degree of ‘‘sweetness and light” which 
men eannot preserve through the irrita- 
tion of severe conflicts. Our national sit- 
uation has kept our civic temper measur- 
ably free from the severe trials to which 
European populations are so frequently 
exposed, and so we should beware of 
boasting that we are more tolerant in this 
respect than they. 

When the South was maintaining slavery 
every speech or publication arraigning 
om as a crime against hu- 
manity wos regarded as 9 chunk 
of social dynamite, & dangerous as- 
sault upon the rights df property, 
an attempt to plunge the country 
into the horrors. of. servile insurrec- 
tion. The anti-slavery agitators did not 


hastened the overthrow of Doth. 
The upholders of strong government 
and privileged classes in Hurope are but 


agitations. The lesson of. more than one 
great revolution should make them wiser, 


it chooses to right itself; if its laws, insti- 
tutions and policies are wrongful and op- 
pressive, they must remain so till those 
who govern find it out without listening to 
the untrammeled and perhaps unpleasant 
expressions of the governed. That is just 
what it means. 

The enlightenment of the whole people, 
and of the Government, too, by inviting 
and encouraging the fullest and freest 
promulgation of opinions and trusting to 
the survival of the fittest,” is the En- 
glish and American plan of securing wise 
and good government. Thesuperiority of 
this plan is attested by a degree of national 
prosperity and security attained nowhere 
else, and maintained nowhere else with 
so few soldiers in proportion to population 
orarea. And every chapter in the history 
of our people and their ancestors in the 
Old World and the New, should teach us 
to encéurage the fullest and freest inter- 
change of opinion upou all questions of 
public concern; to govern by the gentle 
force of truth and reason rather than by 
the brute force of military might. Ques- 
tioning the justice or expediency of a law, 
a policy or a Government institution, or 
advocating any social change by peaceful 
processes and appeals to reason, are within 
the limit of wise and necessary tolerance, 
if we are to preserve the Republic. Only 
where speech, not remotely or inferen- 
tially, but plainly and directly blends it- 
self with seditious or criminal actions can 
we afford to draw the line against it asa 
criminal thing. 

ͤ—ͤ— — — —] 
DOUBLE-BARRELED JURISDICTION. 

The Federal Courts have asserted their 
authority to protect property inthe hands 
of their own officers as receivers, to pro- 
tect common carriers of imported mer- 
chandise bonded to pay customs duties, 
and to protect the carriers of United 
States mails and other Goverment trans- 
portation. Upon one or the other of these 
grounds they can take under their pro- 
tection nearly every local road as well as 
every inter-State road. 

And now comes nn States Com- 
missioner CHARLES 8. Hatz of Binghamp- 
ton, N. Y., with a decision holding four 
boycotters for trial by the United States 
Courts under that section of the Revised 
Statutes which punishes with ten years’ 
imprisonment and a fine of G, 000 where 
two or more persons conspire to injure, 
‘*‘oppress, threaten or intimidate any cit- 
‘*izen in the free exercise or enjoyment 
of any right or privilege secured to him 
**by the Constitution or laws of the United 
States, or because of his having exer- 
**cised the same.“ 

This is a clause from the kuklux or 
civil rights act, which was passed to re- 
strain alleged bulldozing and election out- 
rages in the South. Asapplied to the pur- 
pose for which it was enacted, this act has 
been declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court, but Commissioner HAL 
holds that the invalidation of the act as 
applied to election outrages does not 
affect its validity as applied to other 
wrongs against citizen rights arising 
under the laws of the United States, 
and he therefore applies it for the protec- 
tion of a boycotted cigar manufacturer, 
licensed by the United States and paying 
a Government tax on his manufactures. 

If the Courts sustain the Commissioner, 
another large slice of the local police 
function will be transferred from the 
States to the United States Government, 
or will be shared between them, so that 
the law-breaker will have to take his 
chance against two Goveruments instead 
of one. 
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THE secret scheme of the postal railway 
clerks to take a hand in managing the 
Post-office Department is not meeting with 
a radiant success. One of the objects of 
the Brotherhood is to ‘‘resist encroach- 
ments made upon our rights as citizens 
aud our manhood as omoials by indiscrim- 
“inate removals from office of any of our 
“members without sufficient cause,“ The 
Brotherhood demands that no member 
shall be discharged except ‘‘upon charges 
filed and fairly and fully investigated.’’ 
Some of the labor organizations have 
found itvery difficult to carry out this 
programme when dealing with powerful 
corporations, and it is not probable 
that a secret association of Govern- 
ment employes will be more success- 
ful in making arbitrary and unprece- 
dented demands of the deparment of the 
Government in which they are engaged. 
Certainly no postal clerk should be dis- 
charged without sufficient cause, but 
matters will have come to an extraor- 
dinary pass when the case of every dis- 
charged clerk is to be judictally settled 
by those clerks who remain in the public 
service.

Pan-Whitewash. 
From the New York Wontp. 

The Democratic report of the Pan-Electri¢ 
Telephone Committee was presented to the 
House yesterday by the chairman, Mr. Boyle, 
accom panied by a resolution. The report isa 
an apology for the conduct of the distin- 
guished gentiemen who allowed themselves to 
be drawn into association with the speculative 
enterprise, while at the same time itis in- 
tended to bea labored justification of their 
action. The Democratic members of the Com- 
mittee seem to overlook the fact that justifi- 
able acts do not stand in need of apology. The 
statement that no legislation was needed or 
contemplated to aid the Pan-Electric enter- 
prise is not borne out by the well-authenti- 
cated facts.

Speaker Carlisle.

As forthe Speaker of Congress, there has 
seldom been one more accomplished for his 
particular business, one more self-contained, 
grave and dutiful to his task. Public life 
seems to come natural to him, and as a parlia- 
mentarian he took the lead while on the floor, 
his capacity being to discuss questions solely 
with reference to the law, whether the law of 
the constitution or the law of the bar, or com- 
mon law or statutes. No person in my time 
has hewed closer to the line than Carlisle, and 
endeavored, with more success, to expunge all 
the private turns of his temperament in order 
that he may attend to the public business.

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FIRE FIGHTING. 


ISSIONER PURROY OF NEW YORK Rx- 
PORTS ON EUROPEAN SYSTEMS.

How They Smash the Glass in London te 
Give an Alurm And Then Send Out a 
Hand Efigifie—Fotir Millions of People 
and Only 600 Firemen — Paris Has Sol- 
diers for Firemen — Better Buildings 
Abroad—An Interesting Chat on the 
Subject. 

By Telegraph to the Post-D1sraton. 

New Yorx, July 5.—Firé Commissioner 

Furroy, who returned on the steamship Egypt 
from his trip to inspect the fire departments 
of Europe, told the correspondent of the Post- 
DisPaTcou about them yesterday. 
The two months I was gone, he said, ‘‘I 
spent in constant study of foreign fire depart- 
ments. I was in all the important cities in 
Ireland, Scotland, England, France, Belgium 
and Switzerland. Everywhere I was kindly 
and courteously treated. The chiefs of the 
departments took me around their engine- 
houses and explained their systems to me in 
detail. As the result ot my trip I have pre- 
pared a report which will be submitted to the 
Mayor at his convenience. It is 
hard to compare our department 
with those abroad, the conditions are so dif- 
ferent. Their houses are bulit firé-proof at 
the start. Hardly a frame building is to be 
found in Paris or London. The climate makes 
buildings dampenand allows an engine more 
time to get toa fire before it spreads. Then 
the temperature is more equable and not so 
many fires are kept burning in the houses. 
Altogether the chances of fire are much 
greater here than abroad. 

London has 600 fremen under Capt. Shaw. 
There are four divisions,each under a guperin- 
tendent. The engines are in fifty-four houses. 
There are 

NO HOOK AND LADDER COMPANIES 
as here, but men are stationed along the street 
every few blocks, with extension ladders on 


wheels. When they hear of a fire 
they are expected to call on three 
citizens to help them trundie their 


ladder tothe fire. The citizens get 1 shilling 
for this service. In many cases the horses 
and engines are not in the same building, 
Tue horses are kept in some stable in the 
neighborhood and sent for when wanted. The 
quickest time 1 suw a London engine get out 
was one minute and ten seconds and the 
worst was four minutes. In that case they 
had to send across the street to the stabie for 
the horses. 

There are eight to twelve men ina house. 
When these men aren't enough they are em- 
powered to get citizens to aid them. The citi- 
zens are paid 1 shilling each. I guess it would 
be rather bard here to get the right kind of 
citizens for midnight fire. The men are 
allowed to 41 and bring their wives and 
familie: to live with them in the en- 

ine-house. They pay rent to the 

ire Department forthe rooms. All the Lon- 
don firemen are sailors. They seem to be- 
lieve over there that a seafaring life fitea man 
to put out fires. I don’t think the modern 
— has the training, intelligence, or con- 
stitution to makea good fireman. There are 
not many applicants for vacancies, for the 
highest pay, except for officers, is only & a 
week, less than one-third the pay here. There 
are two ways of giving an alarm. The most 
common is for a policeman or citizen to go to 
the engine-house and tell them that there is a 
fire. he other ts to 

SMASH THE GLASS 

in one of the 1,500 fire alarm boxes. Here we 
have over 700 boxes, though we have only 
1,500,000 people to London's ‘4,000,000, The 
fire alarm telegraph is under the con- 
trol of the Post-office Department. When 
an alarm does come in the first thing is fora 
man with a hand engine to be sent to the place 
to see if he can’t put the fire out. If he can't 
he goes round to the engine-house and tells 
therm, and then the steamer comes out, 

»The dre department in Ireland is hampered 
by want of money. The London department 
is by farthe best in Great Britain. You can 
make your own deductions as to what they 
havein Dublin. 

Paris has an excellent fire department un- 
der Col. Couston ot the army. All the firemen 
are soldiers, and they are not allowed to 
marry. The department has greatly improved 
within the last few years.- Greater speed 
has been attained, and the department 
is getting to be much like our own. 
The discipline is excellent. The 
Colonel can draft as many men from 
thearmy as he wishes. Many new houses 
have been built within the last year, since his 
visit to this country. In them the horses, en- 
gine and men are all in the same building, as 
with us. The soldiers live in the houses as 
they do in the barracke. 

»In New York, unlike London or Paris, 
some of 

THE MOST DANGEROUS FIRES 

are in sub-cellars. The smoke is so dense that 
the men cannot see and the lights in their lan- 
terns go out. Without light and underground 
the firemen are almost powerless. For two 
years I have had the idea that an electric lamp 
could be adapted to the purpose and be used 
to Uluminate the sub-celiars, no matter how 
dense the smoke might be. I spoke toa num- 
ber ofscientific men, asked them to get one 
up, but they did not. In Paris they have 
an eclectric lamp especially devised for 
uséat fires. I bave brought one such light 
back with me which I think I can — on 
and adjust for use here. Another thing. In 
a great city that is growing up 80 fast that 
2,0 houses are built 3 year there should 
be a building law that, followed out, would 
allow fire as little chance as possible. They 
needn’t trouble about fire so mach in Europe, 
because their buildings protect them. 
We should notallow any frame buildi to 
be built and we should try and get rid of those 
still standing. Walls should be thicker and 
with less timber inserted in them. There 
should be less undermining and fewer sub- 
cellars. The new building law should be 
plain, concise and rigidly enforced.’’

Moscow's Great Cathedral. 
From the Brooklyn Magazine for June. ; 


What must, without doubt, be conceded 
as the most magnificent church edifice in 
the world is the great cathedral at Mos- 
cow, The Church of St. Saviour,” re- 
cently completed there. The foundations 
of the church are of Finnish granite, and 
the whole edifice is faced with marble, the 
door being of bronze, ornamented with 
Biblical gu jects and lined with oak. The 
pense entrance measures thirty feet 

igh by eighteen feet broad, and the two 
doors weigh thirteen tons, the total cost 
of all the doors being 8850, 000. The build- 
ing is erected in the form of a 
Greek cross, three of the broad ends 
of which form the corriders, lower and 
upper surrounding three sides of, an 
open to the central square, or temple 
＋ while the fourth end is oss 

y the altar and its appurtenances. The 
total cost of all the marble in the building 
exceeded $2,000,000. Lifting one’s eyes, 
the galleries are seen to contain thirty-six 
windows andthe cupola sixteen, all of 
which are double, with frames of bronze. 
Round the cupola is one row of 640 candel- 
abra, placed there ata cost of ,000, 
with a second row of 600, costing an addi- 
tional $60,000. There are four lusters 
weighing four tons each, and the total 
number of candles to be lighted throughout 
the * is upward of 3,000. At the top 
of the cupola is a painting by Prof. Mark- 
off, representing: in colossal proportions 
the t person of the Trinity as an old 
man with the infant Jesus. The heighth of 
the figure is 49 feet, the length of the face 
7 feet, and the heighth of the infant 21 
feet. Also, below the cupola are a num- 
ber of figures of apostles and fathers 
each 21 feet high. Great expense has, of 
course, been lavished on the eastern end 
of the church. The cost of materials and 
workmanship for the altar space, apart 
from the icons of sacred pictures amount- 
ed to $150,000. In this part of the church 
are some of its most remarkable paint- 
ings, most, if not all, by Russian artists. 
The structure of the altar screen isa de- 

ture from the traditional Russian type, 
for instead of a tall, ugly blank partition, 
half or two-thirds of the height of the 
church, hiding the eastern end, the screen 
of St. Saviour’s islow and elegant and 
throws open, except for a few feet above 
the floor, the whole of the sanctuary. This 

neely cathedral was erected at a cost of 
2,006. boo and is said to be capable of ac- 
cotnamodating 10,000 worshipers, and from

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PETE BROWNING LAID OFF. 


The Great Center Fielder Falls a Victim to 
Dissolute Habits. 


Pete Browning, says the Courter-Journal, 
the best known player on the American dia- 
mond, was suspended indefinitely from 
the Louisville Base Ball Club last night for in- 
competency. Wherever base ball is known, 
Browning’s name is a household word. He 
began playing ball when a mere stripling, and 
now at 85 he is a broken-down man, as a 
natural result of his intemperate habits. 
Browning’s true name is Louis Rodgers 
Browning, out he is commonly known as 
„Pete. His base ball career began about 


the year 1874, when he belonged to the Eclipse 
Ciub, of this city. He was then a pitcher, 
catcher, and first baseman, just as the ooca- 
sion demanded. In 1877 be pitched against 
the famous League Club of this city, which 
had such men as Devlin, Craver, Hall and 
Snyder, and whitewashed them by a score of 


4to 0. 

In 1881 Mr. Reccius of this city organized the 
Eclipse Club, and then it was that Browning 
first became a — ball player. The club 
had, among others, Pfefter, Summers, John 
Reccius and other well-known players now 
on the diamond. Browning then played third 
base, and was known as a great batter. 

When the American Association was organ- 
ized in 1882, Browning played second base,and 
made afamous record. During that year he 
was the champion batter, and led the Associa- 
tion in that particular. The Louisville Club 
then had Mullane, Hecker, Maskrey, Sullivan, 
Denny, Mack and others. , 

In 1883, Browning began to play in the field, 
and was considered one of the greatest in the 
country. Last year ne again led the batting of 
the Association and was of inestimable service 
to the local club. 

At the beginning of this year Pete began to 
decline. He even now stands near the head of 
the batting list, but his record as a center- 
fielder is the lowest ever known. He is par- 
tially deaf, is defective in his eyesight, while 
he is as stiff and slow as an old man. Pete has 
lost several games for the club this year, and 
it was only as a matter of dire necessity that 
he:was suspended without pay. 

Pete for many years has been a great favor- 
ite both in Louisville and all over the country. 
A few think that he will now take care of 
himself, and soon again be the pride of the 
home team. Manager Hart will give him a 
chance if he ever again demonstrates his ca- 
ability. It is doubtful, however, if Brown- 
ng will benefit by the lesson administered to 
him last night, as now itis thought that it is 
too late, and his best friends think his days 
of usefulness are numbered. 

In this connection Mr. J. W. Reccius, who 
has the greatest faith in Browning’s recovery 
to his old-time condition, tellsa story of his 
former ball days. In 1880 Browning took sick, 
and for a long time — 3 a rank game. He 
became as thin as a knife blade and as yellow 
asa gold dollar. The famous Chicago Dread- 
naughts came to the city one day, and Brown- 
ing, in his bad condition, playea in the field 
for the home club. In the ninth inning the 
score stood 9 to 6 in favor of the visitors. The 
home team was last at the bat, and three men 
had reached their bases, when Browning came 
to the bat. He could hardly stand alone, and 
looked as if he might at any moment drop to 
the ground. At length he gota ball where he 
wanted it, and knocked it into a pond fully 
fifty yards over the head of the center-flelder, 
bringing in three runs and scoring himself, 
winning the game. Soon he grew well as ever, 
and made home runs a speciality.
